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The INCUBUS

a hit from a myth 


A n Incubus is not a new kind of flair pen or 
video game. An Incubus is a space invader 
allright.. .but it invades the space inside your 
head when you dream. The myth of the Incubus 
has been passed down to us from medieval leg- 
end. The terrifying new film THE INCUBUS, 
starring John Cassavetes and John Ireland, 
takes that legend and runs with it. 

According to the sparse records of medieval 
theologians, an Incubus, and its female counter- 
part, the Succubus, are inspired by, or brought 
to life by, human dreams of sensuality. It is not 
clear whether the Incubus takes its form and 
energy from its dreaming host, or whether the 
alreaay-formed Incubus invades the dream host. 
In fact, much of Incubus myth is a confusion. 
No doubt, after seeing THE INCUBUS, we'll all 
be straightened out... straightened out of our 
wits! 



But the arguments by men long-dead provide 
a rich lore from which the filmmakers could 
draw. Some theologians believed that an Incu- 
bus was a fallen angel obsessed by erotic de- 
sires. Others argued that the spirit was a devil, 
seeking to debase humankind through bestiali- 
ty. Still others held that an Incubus was neither 
angel nor devil, but rather a ghost in human 
form, wandering in a limbo-state, invisible to the 
human eye. And still others claimed that the In- 
cubus was not invisible; it could take the form of 
a handsome man or beautiful woman (careful out 
there, you swinging singles), a satyr, a dog, a 
cat, (you too, animal lovers) or a goat. 

The highly powerful medieval church heard all 
the arguments, and released their official deci- 
sion: Incubi did exist. They were evil imps, 
whose primary evil was the seduction of women. 

Centuries later, during the Inquisition, the In- 
cubus was considered to be a mere fantasy fig- 
ure invented to mask guilt feelings over carnal 
thoughts, you were put to death, so many a 
trembling finger was pointed at Incubi to avoid 
the headman's axe. 

And now, many more centuries later in a 
peaceful New England town (Lovecraft territo- 
ry!), the Incubus is found to be no mere figure of 
fantasy. ..but all too real! 

dreaihin' demon 

Outside the peaceful village of Galen, a young 
man and woman tease each other playfully, frol- 
icking in an abandoned quarry. 

Suddenly, the girl is attacked and ravished by 
an un.seen creature, a creature that, fills the 
woman with fear and horror. Quickly the boy 
rushes to his girl's defense.. .and is quickly, gro- 
tesquely murdered. 

It is but the first of a series of similar murders, 
and suddenly the quiet town of Galen is en- 
gulfed in an uncanny horror. 

Police Chief Hank Walden, (John Ireland) baf- 
fled bv the brutal, inhuman way that the victims 
have been dispatched, seeks the help of surgeon 
and pathologist Doctor Sam Cordell (John Cas- 
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The ultimate in nlgfhtmare oreaturee! The Incubus doesn't go away when you wake up.. .he’s only Just get- 
ting started! Created by the fever dreams of helpless humans, the Incubus lives to ravish and murder! 


savetes). Cordell is new in town, his arrival 
roughly coinciding with the onset of the murder 
spree. 

Cordell examines the bodies, but can find no 
rational explanation for their condition, or the 
devastating nature of the fatal attack. Chief 
Walden theorizes that it is the work of a vicious 
gang of thugs, but Cordell believes it to be the 
work of one man. ..a man of overwhelming 
strength. 

Cordell hurries home to his teenaged daughter 
Jenny (Erin Flannery), worried about her 
staying alone while a killer is at large. Cordell’s 
wife died tragically years before, and he is 
raising Jenny alone. 

Once at home, Jenny tells Cordell of the troub- 
les of her boyfriend. Tim Galen (Duncan McIn- 
tosh). Tim has been beset by a series of recurring 
nightmares. These nightmares coincide with the 
times of the slayings. And worst of all, under 
questioning, Tim cannot recall his whereabouts 
at the time of the deaths. Tim confesses to Jen-

ny that he thinks he might be responsible for the 
killings. 

In an attempt to discover the truth of Tim s 
condition. Cordell visits the archly Victorian 
matriarch of the town. Agatha Galen {Helen 
Hughes), Tim’s grandmother. Agatha is curt 
with Cordell, and quite uncooperative. She 
seems to be aware of some dark secret in Tim’s 
past, but will not discuss it. 

Cordell is joined in his investigation by a beau- 
tiful young reporter, Laura Kincaid {Kerrie 
Keane). Cordell and Laura find themselves at- 
tracted to one another. Cordell sees the image of 
his dead wife in the fresh young girl. Their rela- 
tionship deepens as the investigation continues. 
Clinical tests seem t<^rove that Tim is innocent 
of the murders, yet Cordell and Laura are both 
convinced he is somehow involved. The key is in 
his dreams. 

At the town museum. Cordell and Laura find 
an old book that tells of the existence of the In- 
cubus. a demon of many forms that ravishes 
women in their nightmares. The book also as- 
serts that Incubus and Succubus, a demon that 
appears to men, can be sexually interchange- 
aoie. 

Cordell takes his findings to the police chief, 
and receives a chillv reception. It is obvious to 
the police that the killer is human. No other ex- 
planation is possible. Cordell and Laura are on 
their own. 

Cordell evolves a plan. He will monitor one of 
Tim’s nightmares, encouraging the boy to lead 
him to the very depths of the torment.. .hoping 
in this way to hnd the Incubus, and to discover 
its human counterpart. 

Cordell knows that this plan will once again 
unleash the horror. And he knows that he will be 
directly in that horror’s path. 

Yet. he begins...

A portion of THE INCUBUS was filmed in and 
around a gothic museum in Guelph, Ontario. ..a 
museum (mat was reputedly haunted. Even as 
they were filming, psychic researchers were 
poking around, trying to substantiate a story 
that a “wraith " had been sighted more than once 
on the grounds. 

The director of THE INCUBUS, John Hough, 
enjoyed all the harum-scarum goings-on. “It put 
people’s hair up. no doubt about it,’’ he says. 
^‘Wnich helped some.” 

The British-born Hough is an old hand at 
putting people’s hair up, having directed a num- 
ber of suspense and horror films. 

Hough’s first major directing job was on “The 
Avengers ” TV series. He then went on to direct a 
series of motion pictures: SUDDEN TERROR, 
WOLF’S HEAD. TWINS OF EVIL, and THE 
LEGEND OF HELL HOUSE, the haunted 
house chiller starring Roddv McDowall. 

John Hough also directed a number of Disney 
fantasy films; ESCAPE TO WITCH MOUM-

death in depth 

The director of FRIDAY THE 13th PART 3 is 
Steve Miner. Miner got his start in the film busi- 
ness as a production Assistant on the cult classic 
LAST HOUSE ON THE LEFT. After working 
on industrial films and a few features, Miner was 
the associate producer of FRIDAY THE 13th. 
The enormous success of that film propelled him 
into the spot of producer-director of FRIDAY 
THE 13th PART 2, and on to Part 3. 

1 1 was Miner who was primarily responsible for 
fine-tuning and adapting the 3D system, and 
turning it into Super 3D. He is an affable, articu- 
late man, and he was happy to explain how 3D 
works, and how his system differs with the 3D 
used primarily in the 1950 ’s. 

Simply stated, the 3D illusion is created by 
first filming, and then projecting two separate 
images, one for each viewer eye. The function of 
the special glasses is to screen (block) one of the 
images from each viewer eye. 

Now. not so simply stated: 


The eccentric David Wiley brandishes an eyeball in an 
attempt to frighten away a group of friends headed 
for a week-end at a lakeside cottage. 
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His twisted features hidden behind a hockey mask. 
Jason has murder and mayhem on his mind. 



Thoug'h some say the place is dead, Crystal Lake has 
become quite a hang^out. Above, two members of a 
motorcycle gang have met their match, as Jason con- 
tinues his rampage. 



The iilusion of 3D is created when the screen, 
with the help of the glasses, artificially creates 
convergence. Convergence is the function of the 
brain which automatically coordinates the im- 
ages that the left and the right eye take in inde- 
pendently. 

Miner cites this as an illustration of conver- 
gence: raise your forefinger and hold it at arm’s 
length before you. Close one eye. Open that eye 
and close the other. Your finger will seem to jump 
slightly from side to side. Now, with both eyes 
open, focus on the finger. Whatever is in the back- 
CTound will double: the image will split. Now 
focus on the background, and the image of your 
finger will double. With one eye closed, the un- 
focused image will not double. With one, conven- 
tional camera lens, there is no illusion of depth. 

It is this constant, and unconscious, brain-eye 
coordination that positions images in exact cor- 
respondence on our retinas and gives us our 
depth perception. The 3D film process attempts 
to recreate this perception of depth with a huge 
screen and a pair of punk-type glasses. 

The first step in the making of a 3D picture is in 
rigid pre-planning. Every sequence in FRIDAY 
THE 13th PART 3 was story-boarded. Each 3D 
effect was meticulously planned. Even the flies 
swarming and the moth alighting were, in a 
sense, planned. Steve Miner says that there were 
few changes or surprises on the set. 

The most critical innovation in the making of 
modern 3D movies is the employment of what is 
called an image splitting box. This is a prismatic 
device that sits directly in front of the lens of the 
arriflex camera. As a sequence is filmed, each 
frame of film is divided in two. 

If you were to look at the film of FRIDAY THE 
13th PART 3, you would see that each frame has 
two images, the image to be taken by the viewer's 
left eye placed on top of the image to be taken by 
the right eye. 

In the first minutes of the movie (after the 
startling credits), a man (Harold, the slob) seems 
to poke the audience with a pole. In the filming of 
that, the actor had to practically touch the 
camera lens (actually, the image splitting box) 
with the pole. The closer the filmed object comes 
to the lens, the greater the convergence factor is 
created, and thus thedeepest, most ‘dimensional’ 
3D effect. (Back to your finger once more. If you 
hold your finger to your nose and focus on it. the 
background image doubles radically. Wide 
divergence. High convergence). 

An all-new projection system was also 
developed for FRIDAY THE i3th PART 3, It is 
called the Sirius system, and it throws three 
times more light on the screen than any previous 
system. This is crucial to the sharpness of the 3D 
image. 

wTien the film is projected, the images overlap 
side to side. The greater the 3D effect, the wider 
the split. 

Naturally, this is where the 3D glasses come in. 
The function of the glasses is to screen the im- 



ages. The lens on the right side blocks the right 
eye from seeing the left hand image, while accept- 
ing its own. The left lens blocks the left eye from 
seeing the right hand image. Thus, in coordina- 
tion with the screen, the glasses create con- 
vergence, taking over for the brain, and we seem 
to see around objects. 

Interestingly, Miner notes that rigid people, 
people who must feel in control at all times, have 
the most trouble surrendering to the 3D exper- 
ience. They find it disorienting and dissatisfying. 
All others should be able to enjoy— without head- 
aches or eyestrain. 

all two reel 

In the 1950's, the system was quite different. 
Two separate jproj ectors were required, screening 
two reels of film simultaneously. If one of the 
films skipped, broke, or halted, the synchroniza- 
tion was broken, and the illusion ruined. Inter- 
missions had to be called to change reels to be 
sure of synchronization. 

The fact that twice as much film was required 


in the 1950’s eventually made the cost prohibi- 
tive. Miner notes that 100 movies were shot in 31) 
in 1953 alone. Most were not shown in 3D because 
the cost of projecting them (the cost of the 
glasses, the time spent changing reels, the cost of 
twice as much film) be<‘ame deadly. 

And 3U died . . . until n^w. 

In the 50's, the lenses of the glasses were blue 
and red. 3’his was called the anaglithic process. 
The red lens in the right eye concealed the left- 
hand image, and vice-versa for the blue lens, left 
eye. The problem with the anaglit hie process was 
that the value of red and blue to the eyes was 
wildly different . The eyes had to constantly read- 
just, and headaches resulted. 

Super 3D employs a polarizer system, much 
like polarized sunglasses, bather than red and 
blue in the lens, extremely tliin lines have been 
scratched into the lens, angled to accept one im- 
age and cancel the other, 

“The problem with filming in 31),“ says Steve 
Miner, “is that once you })reak the screen line, the 
illusion of depth is gone.' What this means is 
that a large object, such as a man or a monster,

cannot pop out of the screen, because 
they're far enough in the foreground, their shoul* 
ders or tentacles will have to be lost off the right 
or left of the screen. The entire object must pop 
out, or not at all. Thus, in FRIDAY THE 13th 
PART 3, relatively small objects like mice, eye- 
balls, or spearguns are the objects which leap out 
at the viewer. 

Miner is already planning his next 3D project, 
and it will take care of this screenline problem. 
He confides that it will be a monster movie, but 
with miniature creatures, possibly employing 
stop-motion special effects. 

So there are plenty more thrills in store for hor- 
ror and 3D delighters. 

But, in the meantime, Jason is awaiting you at 
Crystal Lake.

No, that’s not quite true. But he may as well 
have been the star! In people’s glassy eyes the 
world over he is no less than the Master of Mov- 
ies that tear at your heartstrings, shock you out 
of your seat, tingle your senses, and when you 
leave the theater you breathe a little better be- 
cause you have just seen Something Special. 

I had dinner with Ann Robinson recently. Oh, 
you all know her — starred with Gene Barry in 
the immortal George Pal version of WAR OF 
THE WORLDS. During the course of the eve- 
ning we discussed the rash of current films such 
as “ET” and she brought something to my at- 
tention that I really hadn’t noticed. How many 
of FM’s readers took note when the tiny alien 
gently put his fingers (?) on the boy’s shoulder? 
Was this Spielberg’s tribute to Pal? There was a 
tense scene in WAR OF THE WORLDS where

digs frantically into the debris in a desperate at- 
tempt to reach the attic stairs, a slimy, tentacle- 
like arm gropes for Ann Robinson, placing 3 suc- 
tion-tipped fingers on her shoulder.

But that was a different kind of movie a (seem- 
ingly) long time ago. The ET alien in this film is 
entirely different, so far removed from BEMs 
(Bug-Eyed Monsters) of old it’s like comparing a 
1930s Pan Am Clipper with one of today’s 
French Super Sonic Jets! 

boy»genius! 

Spielberg’s genius was evident from the begin- 
ning. He directed one of the original Night Gal- 
lery Terrorvision shows. There were 3 chilling 
segments on that 1969 broadcast, each written 
by host Rod Serhng, previously known for his 
classic Twilight Zone series. The first concerned a 
spiteful nephew who inherited his rich uncle’s es- 
tate . . . only to die of fright soon thereafter. The 
third dealt with a Nazi war criminal hiding in Ar- 
gentina. The climax of this one had you nailed to 
your seat!

'[’he second segment starred the late Joan 
Crawford as a wealthy— and blind — socialite who 
would go to any length to see again. She’s willing 
to pay a doctor (Barry Sullivan) a great deal of 
money to restore her vision. This is arranged, al- 
tho she will only be able to see for a mere 24 hours 
at most. The operation is performed, after which 
Sullivan is discharged, tossed aside like an old 
shoe. She no longer needs him. Her sight is re- 
stored ... just as New York goes into a major 
Black Out! It's not until the next morning that 
she is able to see, for a few seconds, her very first 
sunrise. Blinded by the light she crashes thru the 
window of her penthouse apartment, down to the 
streets below. It’s done in agonizing slow-motion 
and in a way you sort of feel sorry for her. In the 
hands of a lesser director this would be just 
another TV movie. But in the inspired hands of 
Spielberg it's become a minor classic. He was able 
to twist your emotions to where you began hating 
the old bag, then threw you into reverse so you 
began to feel sympathetic to the character. 

ET is no exception. Those famous initials could 
very well stand for Extra Tears as viewers leav- 
ing the theaters are visibly shaken, with joy, with 
sadness, with anger, with anticipation. Some of 
the mdst critical critics have been misty-eyed 
after a screening. It's that kind of movie. 

1 know of 2 staunch critics in my own family. 
One doesn't care for sci-fi at all, the other isn't im- 
pressed by much of anything. And yet, when 
they saw this film they both agreed to return 
again & againl It was that good! 

Steve's wreaths 

We’re all aware of Steven’s other films, such as 
JAWS. 1941. CLOSE ENCOUNTERS and the 
petrifying POLTERGEIST currently in release. 
And let's not forget the critically acclaimed ter- 
rofvision show Duel starring Dennis Weaver & a 
phantom truck that pursued him thruout the 
film. For 2 hours we sat glued to our television 
sets as V\eaver weaved & bobbed his vehicle in a 
frantic attempt to escape the oncoming tractor 
trailer. By the end of the show we were all sliding 
off our chairs & sofas, about to leap into the TV 
set a la Poltergeist and aid the hapless chap on 
the screen! 

In JAWS he brought fears to our eyes as the 
Great .Shark ripped its way thru tKe murky 
waters, snapping at our senses, crashing down on 
our fear of tne unknown and taking full advan- 
tage of it! 

His CLOSE ENCOUNTERS has been loved by 
millions the world over. .A friendly contact with 
aliens from an unknown sector of space. The kind 
of movie that Ray Bradbury raves about, one 
that was long overdue from a standpoint of ma- 
levolent monsters vs. benevolent monsters, or 
more properly, alien beings, 

Spielberg intuitively knows what would really 
happen if contact was actually made. The cover- 
ups, the lies, the brainwashing. And yet the hu-

FRIEDA INESCORT made the pages of FM 
in issue #128 when we did an extensive list of her 
work in films. Her passing marked the end of 
another female star. 

She had appeared in nearly 50 movies, each as 
different & varied as her roles. Usually she was 
the suave & sophisticated lady and appeared on 
screen as such. 

Bela Lugosi made a reappearance as Dracula 
in 1943 along with Frieda in RETURN OF^ THE 
VAMPIRE. It was an interesting movie in a 
long line of Dracula films and had the added at- 
traction of a werewolf {Matt Willis). 

Frieda also showed up in a Tarzan flick with 
Johnny Weissmuller called TARZAN IN EX- 
ILE. which was a far cry from the Dracula leg- 
end. 

And in 1959 she starred with Beverly Gar- 
land, George MacReady & Lon Chaney Jr. in 
THE ALLIGATOR PEOPLE, concerning ex- 
periments using a live alligator &. a human 
being. The human turns into a Ges-Wat. 



PLAY IT AGAIN, SAM 

SAM KATZMAN 

He was King of the Beepix. 

The Serial King. 

Sam Katzman was executive producer of 
many a film done on a shoestring oudget. Yet 
most of these became successful at the box- 
office and remain today as nostalgic looks into 
our past. 

Take the SUPERMAN serials for example, 
with Kirk Alyn as the first Man of Steel. Or the 
15-part LOST PLANET serial released in 1953. 
He kept the audiences' attention thru contin- 
uing sagas of super-heroes & amazing adven- 
tures. 

He was also executive producer on 2 of Ray 
Harryhausen’s films, IT CAME FROM BF!- 
NEATH THE SEA and EARTH vs. THE 
FLYING SAUCERS with Charles Schneer as 
producer. 

He had backed the production of CREATURE 
WITH THE ATOM BRAIN (1955) which dealt

with brain transplants & atomic power. The 
robot-like creations were sent out to do the 
bidding of a criminal seeking revenge. They 
were radio-controlled and would do just about 
anything they were told. 

In THE WEREWOLF (1956) a man is in- 
jected with a special solution and turns into a 
wolf. This Katzman thriller was unique in that it 
took place in modern times without the old gyp- 
sy legends or curses. The man first transforms 
into a wolf while in prison and later is trapped on 
a bridge by tractor equipment. He is finally 
killed by the sheriff. 

THE MAN WHO TURNED TO STONE 
(1957) was a very low budget melodrama 
starring Victor Jory. The plot related attempts 
at restoring life to the dead with a special re- 
juvenation formula for prolonging life by using 
the formula before death. In the end the process 
caught up with them and altho they didn't actu- 
ally turn to stone, they were so petrified by 
hardening of tissues & flesh that tney mav as 
well have had rocks in their heads (hands & 
hearts)! 

Katzman’s career can be traced thruout the 
ages of FM as we covered many of his movies, 
n FM ^106 several pages are devoted to his life 
& films.

DRACULA GOES TO L 

FRANK LANOELLA brought new life to the 
old Dracula character in his commanding perfor- 
mance on the New York sta^e. The play was 
then turned into a movie in which Langella plays 
the same evil Count Dracula aided by Lord 
Laurence Oliver as Van Heising. 

Using the best actors & technicians, the movie 
version of DRACULA, released Friday 13 July 
1979— Frightful Friday— brought the Dracula 
cycle to full circle. 

It began in America back in 1931 when Bela 
Lugosi played Dracula in the Universal film of 
the same name. His mannerisms, accent & mys- 
tical hand movements added to the mystery & 
charisma of the character. 



Too bad Sam never made a film about a feline shape- 
changer in France, then he could have been called 
“The Katzraan of Paris". However, as you can see a- 

bove, he did make SUPERMAN serials. 

BELA LUGOSI became Dracula in more ways 
than one. For years after playing that character 
he was typecast as The Vampire. Countless co- 
medians mimed his actions & voice in their 
Dracula routines but Bela was unique. He re- 
vived the character various limes. 

When Bela played the Count for the lastime it 
was in a comedy called ABBOTT &. COSTELLO 
MEET FRANKENSTEIN (1948). There he was. 
fully dressed, complete with cape. Older now & 
less demonic somenow. he still projected a sense 
of evil in his alter-ego. 

CHRISTOPHER LEE. the other most popu- 
lar Dracula of all time, portrayed the Count in a 
number of pictures. It all began with a very im- 
portant movie made by Hammer Films in 1958. 
This was a color version which used lavish sets 
& 18th Century settings. 


HORROR OF DRACULA teamed Peter 
Cushing as Dr. Van Heising with Christopher 
Lee as tne King of the Undead. It was a retelling 
of the original movie version but done much 
more graphically. Where Bela had no fangs and 
presentea himself as a gentleman. Lee came on 
strong with eyes glaring red, fangs bared and 
his towering structure leaping right at you! 

As the years went on. Hammer came up with 
new ways to bring back Dracula, then kill him 
off again. For Lee it was a treacherous & often 
torturing , experience. 

One thing is certain, however: when film histo- 
rians recall the names of the most memorable 
Draculas from the cinema, they will very likely 
include Lee side by side with Lugosi.

THE HYDES OF MARCH 

FREDRIC MARCH gaye us a memorable 
Oscar-winning performance as DR. JEKYLL & 
MR. HYDE in 1931. Many actors before & after 
March haye given their interpretation of the 
dual role but his remains the best. The makeup 
& characterization were superb. Little did 
March or any of the others realize that one day 
the story by Robert Louis Stevenson would be 
turned into DR. JEKYLL & SISTER HYDE 
with Marline Beswick as the distaff demon & 
Ralph Bates as the moral Dr. Jekyll. It was a 
very interesting story and well done. 

Of course (ironically) March '‘lives on” as 
Trince Sirki (Death Himself) in DEATH 
TAKES A HOLIDAY, 

FLORENCE MARLY was one of those ac- 
tresses who had a special charm & grace 
matched by striking beauty & finesse. Her un- 
timely passing brought tears to the eyes of 
many fans &, those who were close to her. 
Thanks to the cinema we are able to see her 
again & again in movies & TV. She appeared in 
Twilight Zone & had a guest appearance in a 
Curtis Harrington movie called GAMES (1967) 
with Katherine Ross & James Caan. 

For most fans, however, her role as Velana the 
Vampire in QUEEN OF BLOOD (1966) was the 
best. Picked up by astronauts, the exotic beauty 
methodically kills them off one by one during 
the return trip to Earth. She lives on their blood! 
During a fight with one of the astronauts (Judi 
Merecnth) Velana is scratched and, being a 
hemophiliac, she bleeds to death. 
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The Creations for which WILLIS O’BRIEN (bottom left working on THE ANIMAL WORLD) will always be 

remembered. ^ 
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NUMEROUS NATIONALITIES 

J. CARROL NAISH. 

He played everything from a gangster to an 
Indian Chief in a popular TV show some years 
ago. He was one of those actors who could look 
& sound like any dialect or race the script called 
for. His parts varied accordingly. 

For example, in HOUSE OF FRANKEN- 
STEIN (1945) he played Boris Karloff’s assis- 
tant, a kind of circus freak with a hunchback. He 
falls in love with a beautiful gypsy girl who 
doesn’t reciprocate because of ms deformity. 
She does fall in love with Lon Chaney Jr. with- 
out realizing he turns into the Wolf Man! Even 
Frankenstein’s monster was in this one so we 
managed to see all of the Universal horrors to- 
gether, including Count Dracula. 

In the BEAST WITH 5 FINGERS (1946) he 
played an Italian police inspector. Peter Lorre 
was also in the film and had a field day as the de- 
mented librarian who was sure the severed hand 
of the dead pianist had come back to kill him! 
Quite atmospheric in places, with an eerie music 
score. Naish supplied more comedy relief than 
anything. 

Shortly before his death he played the aging 
Dr. Frankenstein in a movie called DRACULA 
vs. FRANKENSTEIN. He worked from a 
wheelchair partly because of his ill health at the 
time and used Lon Chaney Jr. as his assistant. 
Lon would bring back the remains of people he 
had murdered for the doc’s experiments in a se- 
cret lab hidden in an amusement park. When 
Dracula confronts him he is not scared in the 
least. The vampire tells him of a way to work out 
a deal that will be satisfactory for both of them. 
In exchange for blood he will help the doctor 
with the experiments and in carrying out his re- 
venge against those who wronged him. The plan 
doesn’t work and in the end hardly anyone sur- 
vives.. .including Forry Ackerman as bad Dr. 
Beaumont.

O’BIE THE GREAT 

The name of WILLIS O'BRIEN doesn’t need 
much explaining to most people. He’s world fa- 
mous for his incredible animation work & special 
effects. He was also responsible for causing a 
young Ray Harryhausen to pursue a career in 
stop-motion. 

Audiences were shocked at the time. Living 
dinosaurs were walking across the screen, 
tearing apart London! What they had witnessed 
was a technical breakthru unmatched for its 
d^. O’Brien had created a classic called THE 
LOST WORLD (1925), a silent movie based on 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle’s enduring novel. (See 
FM #183.) 


But that was nothing but a mild sample com- 
pared to what came next. In 1933 a movie was 
released that had people on the edge of their 
seats. Even tho it was the middle of the Great 
Depression and money was scarce, people paid 
to see KING KONG, the 8th Wonder of the 
World! 

O’Brien was the man behind the effects. 
Working with model-maker Marcel Delgado & 
other technicians he created a world no one had 
ever seen before. A world of exotic beauty & 
deadly danger. Prehistoric animals roamed the 
forests; alien landscapes & waterfalls filled the 
screen. Gigantic beasts fought iix dense jungles. 

And when KONG is brought back to New 
York to be displayed to the public, his escape is 
one of magnificent proportions. He breaks loose 
from his confines and searches the city for his 
lost fair-haired mrl (Fay Wray). After wrecking 
an on-coming El Train he climbs atop the Em- 
pire State Building with his prize and is even- 
tually shot down by bi-planes. 

That same year the studio released a quick se- 
quel to KONG called SON OF KONG featuring 
an all-white “baby” named Kiko. He was far less 
threatening than his dad and was even a bit 
lovable. When the island sank into the sea dur- 
ing a massive earthquake at film’s end, Kiko 
saved the humans from drowning by holding 
their boat high above his head until they were 
rescued. He himself died with the island. 

Momentarily moving away from the fantasy 
film O’Brien went on to handle the effex for 
THE LAST DAYS OF POMPEII (1935) which 
boasts some of the most incredible footage ever 
seen on screen. The exploding volcano and de- 
struction of the great ancient city have rarely 
been equalled. 

In MIGHTY JOE YOUNG, working with an- 
other fine crew, including a young Ray Harry- 
hausen, he brought us another “ape story” but 
this time the star lived at the end of the movie. 
One would think that big promoters would learn 
from their past mistakes. Ilringing Kong to New 
■York wasn’t a good idea and rieither was Joe 
Young. 

There was bound to be trouble. Fortunately 
for Joe, he was spared and returned to his home. 

BEAST OF HOLLOW MOUNTAIN (1956) 
was handled by O’Brien as was THE BLACK 
SCORPION (1957). In the first a King Dinosaur 
runs amok and the latter featured oversized 
scorpions scurrying loose in Mexico. 

It was O’Brien’s dream to reshoot KING 
KONG in Cinerama, color & stereophonic sound. 
Sadly, that never came to pass. The world would 
have loved to see the master himself making the 
remake. 



A PAIR WITHOUT PEERS 
GEORGE PAL is regarded as one of the truly 
remarkable sci-fi men in the industry. Beginning 
with DESTINATION MOON (1950) he took us 
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FRIEDA INESCORT was glad she had an escort when she met up with werewolf Matt Willis in THE RE

from Earth to a soft-landing on the lunar surface 
19 years before NASA was able to do it. This col- 
or documentary-style film detailed just how the 
trip would be accomplished and the eventual 
landing and return to Earth. Naturally a lot of 
the hardware & technology is outdated by to- 
day's standards but the movie is no less enjoya- 
ble. Also it started a tren into a new wave of sci- 
fi movies that spread into the 50s & 60s. 

WHEN WORLDS COLLIDE (1951) won Pal 
an Oscar for the special effects work. This was 
the story of 2 cosmic bodies coming too close to 
Earth. The first would pass by and cause ex- 
treme damage from earthquake, fire & floods. 
The second would collide with Earth, ending life 
as we know it. A plan is readied to save as much 
of humanity as possible in a modern-day Noah's 
Ark which takes a handful of people into space 
and onto the new planet where tney will start 
life anew. 

WAR OF 1'HE WORLDS (1953) was the 
movie version of the HGWells classic updated to 
modern times. The special effex stole the show 
once more as Martian War Machines level cities 
and crashland all over Earth. The Machines 
themselves- were a sight to behold, with their 
manta-ray bodies and snake-like necks with 
cobra-like heads spitting ^een rays of annihila- 
tion. The Martian, seen briefly in a couple of 
scenes, was also splendidly realized— a hideous 
red thing with pulsating head, tricolor eyes and 
fingers Tike tentacles. The destruction of Los 
Angeles was expertly handled by a crew of tech- 
nicians on the studio soundstage.

CONQUEST OF SPACE (1955) was Pal's 
next effort, concerning a space station and a trip 
to Mars. The Martian surface was very similar 
to what we actually saw when the NASA expedi- 
tion landed there in 1977. 

Pal went “back to the Wells ” again for inspi- 
ration and brought us THE TIME MACHINE 
with Rod Taylor as the Time Traveler. The ex- 
quisite device was definitely of Victorian design 
and transported us thousands of years into the 
future where the meek Eloi were slaves to the 
underworld cannibals called the Morlocks. A 
good music score & outstanding special effex set 
this off as a memorable film. We're all eagerly 
awaiting the sequel, hopefully with Rod Taylor 
to reappear as the 'Time Traveler. 

George Pal brought ATLANTIS: THE LOST 
CONTINENT (1961) to us and THE POWER 
(1968) with Michael Rennie & George Hamilton. 
And we were treated to DOC SAVAGE: MAN 
OF BRONZE back in 1975. 

But the bulk of Pal's greatest work was done 
in the 1950s with spectacular special effex & 
powerful drama. His WAR OF THE WORLDS 
IS shown at virtually all fantasy conventions and 
you can always catch it on TV or at theater revi- 
vals. It's still as fresh & exciting as when it was 
first released. 

JACK PIERCE is recalled here as the makeup 
artist who created 3 very famous faces. 

In 1931 he had the distinction of molding 
Boris Karloff into the Frankenstein monster, a 
face to ghastly that Universal had the makeup 
desi^ patented. The same makeup style was 
used by Karloff two more times in BRIDE OF' & 
SON OF FRANKENSTEIN, and then by all the 
other actors who played the monster in many 
Universal films to come, including Lon Chaney 
Jr., Bela Lugosi & Glenn Strange. 

Pierce was also the man behind the makeup 
for THE MUMMY (1932} starring Boris Karloff. 
Im-Ho'Tep is first seen in his sarcophagus, still 
swathed in bandages. The facial makeup was ex- 
traordinary and Karloff’s entire body was 
wrapped in rotted cloth. Later in the movie 
Karloff is seen as weirdly wrinkled Ardath Bey, 
again thanks to the artistry of Pierce, and in the 
end he crumbles away to join the dust of Egypt. 

For Lon Chaney Jr., Pierce created THE 
WOLF MAN (1941} and that makeup was worn 
in many of the Wolf Man films made after that. 
Chaney had found his special niche in monster- 
dom with his version of the werewolf. 

Thanks to pioneers like Jack Pierce, young 
fans growing up like Dick Smith & Rick Baker 
turn their interest in makeup to professional 
work in motion pictures and they go on to give 
us many more thrills & chills thru their won<. 

Inspiration is a great thing!

sequelmania 

N O. Sequelmania isn't the title of a new terror 
flick. It ’s the nameof a game that's played in 
Hollywood. 

The rules are simple: if a movie makes lots of 
money, do more like it. If a movie makes incredi- 
ble amounts of money, do the same thing over 
again. 

More than any other film buffs, monster movie 
fans have suffered sequels which are inferior to 
the originals and. at the same time, beat their 
themes to death. 

Some exceptions: 

The Bride of Frankenstein, which many fanta- 
sy film followers feel is superior to the original. 

Superman II, a film that lacked the drama and 
characterization of its predecessor, but made up 
for it in the action department. 

The Empire Strikes Back, an extension rather 
than a rehash of Star Wars. 

But the list of less-than-satisfactory sequels is 
far. far longer. Just a few titles would be: 

Son of Kong, whose story was not a rerun of the 
original, but whose leading ape was but a pale 
shadow of his great pop. 

^ Christopher Lee’s later Dracula films, like The 
Satanic Rites of Dracula. 

Hammer’s last Frankenstein pictures such as 
The Horror of Frankenstein.

no return from the grave 

If Halloween II was a disappointment to peo- 
ple who wanted to see the saga take a few new 
turns, it was not a letdown as far as the public 
was concerned. 

Halloween II was a moneymaker, so it was no 
surprise when a third Halloween picture was an- 
nounced. 

What was a surprise, and a pleasant one, is that 
the film is an original. It goes m an entirely differ- 
ent direction from the first two films, leaving the

Shape in the grave and returning to the super- 
natural meaning of the holiday itself. 

The decision to go ahead with the new picture 
was made on the Sunday after Halloween ITs 
PViday opening: the box office results had been so 
spectacular that producer Dino De Laurentiis 
said to co-producer Debra Hill. “Let's do another 
one. Let’s do three! ” 

And so they did. 

But Hill and her partner in the first two films. 
John Carpenter, did not merely want to rehash 
the same story. 

Nor did they want to use the same cast, a par- 
ticularly risky move in that to many moviegoers, 
the first two films were distinguished by the ter- 
rorized presence of Jamie Lee Curtis. 

However, the duo felt that not only had they 
milked the format of a lunatic-on-the-loose vs. a 
panicked female, but other moviemakers had 
done so as well in such efforts as Terror Train- 
starring Ms. Curtis— f/e Knows You're Alone. 


Deadly Blessing, and many, many more. 

They had to try something new and different. 

lagoon's loss 

Screenwriter Nigel Kneale happened to be in 
Los Angeles at this time, holding script confer- 
ences at Universal Pictures for their planned re- 
make of The Ch-eature from the Black Lagoon. 
which is presently on hold but will one day be di- 
rected by Joe Dante, former FM contributor and 
the man who made us howl with The Howling. 

Since Universal was the studio backing the 
new Halloween film, it’s no surprise that 
Kneale’s name came up as a potential scripter. 

Nor was the British writer exactly a novice in 
this field. He has written the screenplays for such 
classics as; 

The Creeping Unknown, Enemy from Space, 
and Five Million Years to Earth, the legendary 
science fiction films featuring the headstrong 
Professor Quatermass. 

Ray Harryhausen’s underrated film version of 
H.G. Well's classic novel First Men in the Moon. 

The teleplay for The Abominable Snowman of 
the Himalayas, a BBC-cast which was made into 
the best of the Yeti films and starred fantasy film 
veteran Peter Cushing. 

Kneale delved into the origins of Halloween it- 
self and the ancient and mystical powers of 
Stonehenge in England, throwing in a modern- 
istic slant of computer technology to complete 
his wicked brew. 

The results are fresh, fascinating, and fright- 
ening! 

mask of the microchip death 

In the new scenario, an old toymaker named 
Cochran (Dan O’Herlihy) becomes disgusted 
with the commercialization of Halloween. He’s 
old enough to remember how the holiday was ce- 
lebrated in the old days, when it was an ancient 
festival of the dead. 

Cochran misses those days, and intends to do 
something about it. 

He’s going to find a way to celebrate witchcraft 
and evilspirits rather than make merry with Cas- 
per the Ghost and Amazing Spider-Man cos- 
tumes, with candied apples and Milk Duds. 

From his Silver Shamrock factory in the sleepy 
little town of Santa Mira. California. Cochran 
designs three horribly beautiful masks— 

A pumpkin head, bright orange and grinning 
hideously! 

A skull, eyeless and pale! 

A witch’s hat. with a face that’s something to 
scream home about! 

Cochran advertises his deliciously terrifying 
masks extensively on television and radio. Kid- 
dies by the score see his commercials, and go 
wild. Not only are the designs appealing to them, 
but because the masks are better-made and less 
expensive than anything on the market. Cochran 
sells millions of his gruesome goodies all across 
the nation. 
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With the nasty jingle. “Eight More Days To Halloween...” ringing in their ears, these children do Cochran's 

bidding. 


the force behind the mask 

What none of the consumers knows, of course, 
is that Cochran has masterminded a rather insidi- 
ous plan. 

He has stolen a huge, five-ton slab from Stone- 
henge, the landmark whose origins are unknown 
but whose purpose has long been suspected to be 
linked to the occult. 

Breaking the monolith into microscopic frag- 
ments, Cochran has inserted them into micro- 
processors— computer chips, the “brain cells" of 
computer technologv. 

His actions give the computer circuitry magi- 
cal powers. And in manufacturing his Halloween 
masks, he made certain that each mask contained 
one of these microprocessors. 

Is this the power which caused the masked 
shape to commit murder and mayhem in the first 
two films? 'I'he implication is that he was an ex- 
perimental creature for this new form of mind 
control. 

But the Shape is dead; the world has a more im- 
mediate problem. 

Cochran’s masks compel the wearers to watch 
the final Silver Shamrock TV commercial. 
'Funing in. they will hear a jingle— 

“Flight more days to Halloween. 

Halloween! 

Flight more days to Hallow'een,

But all is not lost. The Silver Shamrock has not 
yet won the day. 

While all of Cochran’s evil-doing is going on 
behind-theescenes, a storekeeper who wells Sil- 
ver Shamrock masks gets wind of the toy- 
maker’s plot. 

This knowledge costs the poor fellow his life. 

But though he is slain, his demise comes after 
he is treated by one Dr. Daniel Challis (Tom 
Atkins) at a local hospital, and has the chance to 
warn the physician that something evil is afoot. 

Challis believes the murdered man and decides 
to look into the matter. 

At the same time, the late storekeeper’s 
grieving and vengeance-bent daughter Ellie 
Grimbrid^e (Stacey Neikin) enters the picture. 

Challis IS taken with her courage, determina- 
tion, and beauty, and together they investigate 
the charges which had been made by the dead 
man. 

They arrive in seemingly peaceful Santa Mira, 
checking into a local motel. Clues begin to ap- 
pear suggesting that Ellie's father was right. 

The question is, what to do about Conran’s 
plan, and how to stop him before it is too late!

Challis eventually makes his way to the Silver 
Shamrock, where things do not go well for him. 

But— why spoil the fun? The mystery? 

Suffice to say that if there's a Halloween IV, 
there’s going to have to be some recasting. 

mira, mira on the water 

Halloween III: Season of the Witch began its 
principal photography on April 19 of this year, 
shooting on a six-week schedule and finishing on- 
time on May 28. 

The $2.5 million spent on the film is the lowest 
possible still using a union crew, which has mini- 
mum wage requirements. The talent of the film- 
makers ensured that the movie looked much 
more expensive than that. 

One 01 the assets in achieving this goal was the 
selection of the town used to represent the ficti- 
tious Santa Mira. The site was Loleta in Northern 
California, a city selected after some 1,500 miles 
of California country was scoured by the pro- 
ducers. 

Hill states that for the week the crew spent 
shooting there, it was not at all difficult to imag- 
ine that the events described in the screenplay 
were real. “There was something mysterious 
about Loleta.” she says with a shudder.

The performers in Halloween III are from 
varied oack^ounds, two of them being no stran- 
gers to the fantasy film ^nre. 

Tom Atkins, the film’s Dr. Challis, first worked 
with both Debra Hill and John Carpenter on The 
Fog, in which Jamie Lee Curtis also starred. 

His other roles include a featured part in Car- 
penter's Escape from New York and in George 
Romero’s horror omnibus film Creepshow. 

Dan O'Herlihy, who plays Cochran, starred in 
the doomsday thriller Fail Safe and co-starred 
with Orson Welles, Banquo’s ghost, and the 
three witches in the film version of Macbeth. 

Stacey Nelkin, as Ellie, is the only newcomer to 
the horror-fantasy scene. Her previous films in- 
clude Mad Magazine’s Up the Academy and the 
real-life horror film The Triangle Factory Fire 
Scandal. 

John Carpenter was busy with The Thing and, 
unable to direct this picture, handed the task to 
his life-long friend Tommy Lee Wallace. The two 
grew up together in Bowling Green. KY, and at- 


tended school together at USC. 

Wallace was the production designer on Car- 
penter’s first film, Dark Star, and worked as the 
editor on both Halloween and The Fog. He wrote 
the screenplay for Dino De Laurentiis’ horror 
film Amityville: the Possession, a sequel to the 
successful Amityville Horror. 

ten times fast 

Apart from being that rarity, a good sequel, 
Halloween III is historic in another way: it has 
what must be the weightiest, most complicated 
above-the-title credit line of all-time. 

Here it is, for your amusement and enlighten- 
ment;

the 1st finance man in 1950's SUNSET BOUL- 
EVARD and was Samit in SON OF SINBAD in 
1953. in 1955 Blake was a reporter in THE 
CREATURE WITH THE ATOM BRAIN with 
Richard (THE BLACK SCORPION) Denning. 
The following year he appeared as Birgus in 
THE WEREWOLF and was featured as a motor- 
cycle officer in EARTH VS. FLYING SAUCERS 
with the late Hugh (THE DAY THE EARTH 
STOOD STILL) Marlowe, in the 1957 tale of 
giant grasshoppers THE BEGINNING^OF THE 
END. Blake played a patrolman. Blake ap- 
peared as a barker in the 1971 James Bond 
film DIAMONDS ARE FOREVER and was the 
jailer in the 1 975 telefilm Search for the Gods. 
He appeared with Julie Christie in 1977's 
DEMON SEED as Cameron and was a guard in 
TIME AFTER TIME (1979) with Michael (CAT 
PEOPLE) McDowell as H.G. Wells and David 
(TIME BANDITS) Warner as Jack the Ripper. 
On television Blake appeared in several epi- 
sodes of the 1950's Superman series and was 
in a 1960 episode of Rod Serling's Twilight 
Zone entitled “The Trouble with Templeton". 
In 1964 he also appeared in an episode of The 
Munsters. 

Austrian leading lady Romy Schneider died 
of a heart attack in France on 29 May 1982. 
She was 45. Miss Schneider appeared in the 
1961 German fantasy ANGEL ON EARTH and 
co-starred with Anthony (PSYCHO) Perkins in 
the 1962 version of Franz Kafka's THE TRIAL. 
She played Leni. In the 1974 French film THE 
INFERNAL TRIO she appeared as Philomene. 
In 1980 she starred as Katherine Mortenhoe in 
DEATHWATCH, a French-German co-produc- 
tion based on D.G. Compton's science fiction 
novel “The Unsleeping Eye ". Harvey (SAT- 
URN 3) Keitel and Harry Dean (ALIEN) Stanton 
co-starred. In 1981 she starred in FANTASMA 
D'AMORE/GHOST OF LOVE, a European fan- 
tasy with Marcello (THE TENTH VICTIM) Mas- 
troianni. She played Anna. 


Hugh Beaumont, best known for his role as 
Ward Cleaver on the Leave It to Beaver televi- 
sion show of the late fifties and early sixties, 
died on 13 May 1982 at the age of 72. Beau- 
mont starred in THE SEVENTH VICTIM in 1943 
as Gregory Stone. Val Lewton produced this 
tale of modern devil-worshippers with Tom 
(THE CAT PEOPLE) Conway and Kim (PLANET 
OF THE APES) Hunter co-starring. In 1951 
Beaumont appeared as Robert Phillips in THE 
LOST CONTINENT with Cesar Romero. In 
1956’s THE MOLE PEOPLE Beaumont played 
Dr. Bellamin, who with John (BRAIN FROM 
PLANET AROUS) A^ar, stumbles upon a sub- 
terranean kinadom inhabited by strange crea- 
tures. In 1964 he played Austin Trevor in THE 
HUMAN DUPLICATORS with George (THE AL- 
LIGATOR PEOPLE) MacReady. This film con- 
cerned the activities of aliens establishing an 
outpost on Earth using human-like agents. 
Beaumont also starred in an episode of televi- 
sion's Superman in 1953 and in 1955 ap- 
peared as Dr. Guy Stanton in the Science Fic- 
tion Theatre episode “Conversation with an 
Ape". 

Fifties leading lady Leigh Snowden died at 
the age of 51 on 16 May 1982. Miss Snowden 
appeared in the 1955 tale of murder and nu- 
clear spies KISS ME DEADLY and co-starred 
with Francis the Talkin Mule in FRANCIS IN 
THE NAVY the same year. In 1956 Miss 
Snowden appeared as Lois Gordon in I’VE 
LIVED BEFORE. Also in 1956 she starred as 
Marcia Barton in THE CREATURE WALKS 
AMONG US, the third and final film in the 
series begun by THE CREATURE FROM THE 
BLACK LAGOON. 

MGM's filmusic editor, Frank T. Urioste, 
Sr., died May 31st at the age of 69. Urioste 
worked with MGM for 38 years, having begun 
his career there in 1944. He worked on many 
of the studio’s famous musicals, but we here 
at FM especially remember him for his brilliant 
work on the sci-fi classic of 1968, 2001 A 
SPACE ODYSSEY. 

Ralph Zucker, movie producer, distributor & 
sales agent in Italy for many years, died in Los 
Angeles last May 28th. He was 42. Zucker 
had a hand in such fantasy pix as DANSE 
MACABRE, and he worked with the illustrious 
Barbara Stoele in the late 1960's when he di- 
rected her in TERROR CREATURES FROM THE 
GRAVE.

Sirki has claimed half-a-dozen more fan- 
tasy film personalities. 

Veteran character actor Joe Sawyer, best 
known for his role as Sgt. Biff O'Hara in the 
fifties television series The Adventures of Bin 
Tin Tin. died at the age of 75 on 21 April 1982. 
Sawyer co-starred as Trigger in THE 
WALKING DEAD (1936) with Boris Karloff and 
Edmund (THEM!) Gwenn. In 1937 he ap- 
peared in TARZAN’S REVENGE as Olaf, with 
Glenn Morris as the Ape Man. In 1943 Sawyer 
appeared as Karl in another jungle adventure, 
TARZAN’S DESERT MYSTERY, with Johnny 
Weismuller. In 1951 Sawyer co-starred in the 
Abbott and Costello fantasy comedy COMIN’ 
ROUND THE MOUNTAIN as Kaien McCoy and 
in 1953 he co-starred as Frank Daylon in the 
sci-fi classic IT CAME FROM OUTER SPACE 
with Richard (THE CREATURE FROM THE 
BLACK LAGOON) Carlson and Barbara (WHEN 
WORLDS COLLIDE) Rush. 

French actor Raymond Bussieres died on 29 
April 1982 at the age of 75. Bussieres ap- 
peared as Raymond Lecuyer in the 1946 
French film LES PORTES DE LA NUIT/THE 
GATES OF THE NIGHT. In the 1948 British ver- 
sion of ALICE IN WONDERLAND he was seen 
as the Tailor. In THE WONDERS OF ALADDIN, 
a 1961 Italian film with Donald (FRANCIS) 
O’Connor. Bussieres played the Magician. He 
also appeared with the late William (DAMIEN- 
OMEN I!) Holden in ig64’s PARIS WHEN IT 
SIZZLES. On television Bussieres appeared in 
a 1978 episode of The New Avengers entitled 
“The Lion and the Unicorn". 

Silent film actor Dan Courtney (A.K.A. David 
Bloomberg) died at the age of 87 on 30 April 
1982. Courtney appeared with Pearl White in 
several silent horror serials including the THE 
PERILS OF PAULINE (1914) and THE 
CLUTCHING HAND (1916). 

French actor Alfred Adam died on 7 May 
1982 at the age of 72. Adam appeared as 
Thomas Putnam in the 1957 French film THE 
CRUCIBLE, a tale of the Salem witch trials. 

Character actor Larry J. Blake died on 25 
May 1982 at the age of 68. Blake appeared as 
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14 MORE TRAVERSE DEATH’S 
DOMAIN 

Alan Badel died on 19 March 1982 at the 
age of 58. Badel starred in 2 segments of the 
1952 film THREE CASES OF MURDER. He ap- 
peared as Owen in the “Lord Mountdrago” 
segment with Orson Welles and as Mr. X in 
the “In the Picture" segment. In the 1963 
science fiction film CHILDREN OF THE 
DAMNED (a sequel to VILLAGE OF THE 
DAMNED) Badel starred as Dr. David Neville. 
Ian (THEATER OF BLOOD) Hendry costarred in 
this tale of 6 children with unearthly powers. 
In 1978 Bade! appeared as the barrister in THE 
MEDUSA TOUCH with Richard (FAUST) 
Burton & Lee (THE OMEN) Remick. 

Actress Brenda BeneldM of a self-inflicted 
gunshot wound on 7 April 1982 at the age of 
36. Ms. Benet starred with Roy (“The In- 
vaders") Thinnes & William (STAR TREK) 
Shatner in the 1973 telefilm THE HORROR AT 
37,000 FEET. She played Sally in that picture, 
and also appeared in episodes of “The Girl 
From U.N.C.L.E.," “Search," “Wonder 
Woman," & “Fantasy Island." In 1980 she 
costarred with her husband Bill Bixby In an 
episode of TV’s “Incredible Hulk" entitled 
“The Psychic." 

Character actress Bella Bruck died on 5 
April 1982 at the age of 70. Miss Bruck ap- 
peared in the 1972 telefilm “Something Evil" 
as Mrs. Gehrmann and was featured as Dot in 
1960’$ ALLIGATOR (recently re-released). 
Miss Bruck also starred in a 1963 episode of 
“Twilight Zone" called “The Incredible World 
of Horace Ford." She was also featured in epi- 
sodes of “The Munsters," “The Addams 
Family" & “The Man From U.N.C.L.E." 

Harry H. Corbett died on 21 March 1982. 
He was 57 years old. Corbett played Detective 
Sgt. Bung in the British horror-comedy CARRY 
ON SCREAMING in 1966. He also appeared as 
the Squire with members of the Monty Python 
comedy team in 1977’s JABBERWOCKY. 

Character actor Sam Kydd died on 26 March 
1982 at the age of 61. Kydd appeared in the 
supernatural fantasy COLONEL BOGEY in 
1947. He also was featured in the very first 
Hammer “Ouatermass" film in 1955, THE 
CREEPING UNKNOWN (aka THE QUATER- 
MASS XPERIMENT). Four years later, in 
1959. Kydd appeared as Perkins in Hammer's 
HOUND OF THE BASKERVILLES which starred 
Christopher Lee & Peter Cushing. In 1960 
Kydd appeared in 2 more fantasy-related pix: 
THE RISK and INVISIBLE CREATURE. In 1966 
he played Harry in THE PROJECTED MAN and 
was Constable Harris in ISLAND OF TERROR. 
In the 1969 Hammer space-drama, MOON 
ZERO TWO, Kydd was the barman. 

Character actor Arthur Lowe died at the age 
of 66 on 15 April 1982. Lowe appeared with 
Christopher Lee in a 1954 British telefilm, 
“The Mirror & the Markhelm." In 1969 Lowe 
starred as Dad in THE BED-SITTING ROOM, a 
black comedy about life in England after a nu- 
clear war. He was the housemaster in IF... 
(1969) with Malcolm (CAT PEOPLE) McDowall 
and played Ferret in THE RISE & RISE OF 
MICHAEL RIMMER (1970). In 1971 Lowe co- 
starred with David Hammings in FRAGMENT 
OF FEAR. He also appeared as the ill-fated 
Horace Sprout in 1972 in THEATER OF BLOOD 
with Vincent Price. The same year he ap- 
peared in THE RULING CLASS and again co- 
starred with Malcolm McDowall in 1973’s 0 
LUCKY MAN! In 1968 Lowe starred in an epi- 
sode of television's “The Avengers" entitled 
“Dead Man’s Revenge." 


FIVE MORE CLAIMED FOR 
DEATH’S DOMAIN 
Character actor Gene Sheldon died on 1 
May 1982 at the age of 75. Sheldon starred as 
Peters in 1938’s HIDDEN MENACE and played 
the Genie in WHERE DO WE GO FROM HERE? 
in 1945 with Fred (ABSENT-MINDED PROFES- 
SOR) MacMurray. In 1961 he played the vil- 
lainous Rodrigo in the fantasy classic BABES 
IN TOYLAND. 

Virginia Vestoff died at the age of 42 on 2 
May 1982. In 1971 Miss Vestoff was a regular 
on Dark Shadows, the gothic horror soap 
opera. She starred as Samantha Collins. 

Austrian actor Helmut Dantine died on 3 
May 1982 at the age of 64. Dantine starred as 
the Stranger in THE STRANGER FROM VENUS 
(A.K.A. IMMEDIATE DISASTER), a 1954 
British film which was similar to a small-scale 
version of THE DAY THE EARTH STOOD 
STILL, both of which co-starred Patricia Neal. 
In 1957 Dantine played Alexander the Great in 
THE STORY OF MANKIND with Vincent Price. 
On television in 1949 Dantine starred in an 
episode of Lights Out based on Edgar Allen 
Poe’s “The Fall of the House of Usher ”. In 
1971 he played a German general on an ill- 
fated mission to occupy a vampire’s castle In 
the Night Gailery episode entitled “The Devil 
Is Not Mocked". 

WARREN OATES DIES 
Warren Oates was found dead on 3 April 
1982 at the age of 50. Oates appeared as 
Frank in RACE WITH THE DEVIL, a 1975 tale 
of modern-day devil worshippers with Peter 
(FUTUREWORLD) Fonda. In 1979 Oates ap- 
peared in Steven Spielberg's 1941, costarring 
with Christopher Lee, Nancy (DRESSED TO 
KILL) Alien & the late John Belushi. 


On television Oates appeared In 2 episodes 
of Rod Sorting's “Twilight Zone"— “The Pur- 
ple Testament" in 1960 and “The 7th Is Made 
Up of Phantoms" in 1963. He also appeared in 
2 episodes of Boris Karloff's “Thriller" show 
— “Knock Three, One Two ” in 1960 & "The 
Hollow Watchers" in 1962. In 1964 he starred 
as “The Mutant" in “The Outer Limits" and 
was Jimmy Hapgood in the “Welcome, Stran- 
ger" episode of “Lost in Space" In 1965. 

Oates’ final foray into the fantastic was in an 
episode of “Roald Dahl’s Tales of the Unex- 
pected" in 1960, entitled “Nothin' Short of 
Highway Robbery. ” 

George More 0 Ferrall, director of the ' ‘ Lord 
Mountdrago" segment of THREE CASES OF 
MURDER, died at the age of 74 on 19 March 
1982— the same day as the film's star. O'Fer- 
rall also directed the 1956 fantasy THE 
MARCH HARE. 

Screenwriter Jo Pagano died on 23 March 
1982 at the age of 76. Pagono wrote the 
screenplays for JUNGLE GODDESS (1948) and 
JUNGLE MOON MEN (1954). He also wrote 
THAT’S THE SPIRIT, filmed in 1945 with Jack 
Oakie. 

Tom Tuily. 85, died 27 April 1982 from com- 
plications after a long illness. Tuily had ap- 
peared in THE UNSEEN, and on TV made ap- 
pearances in the “Alfred Hitchcock Presents" 
show as well as “Strange Awakening." 

FLASH— As we go to press, word has ar- 
rived that character actor Hugh Marlowe has 
died at the age of 71 on 2 May 1982, of a heart 
attack in his Manhattan home. Marlowe's fan- 
tasy film credits included THE DAY THE 
EARTH STOOD STILL, 13 FRIGHTENED 
GIRLS, CASTLE OF EVIL and EARTH VS. THE 
FLYING SAUCERS.

for Oil in a petrol-depleted world. Violent, realis- 
tic, raising the question of whether anyone would 
want to survive in a world ravaged by atom 
bombs. The latest statistic is that we now have 
ONE MILLION TIMES the nuclear destructive 
power we did when Hiroshima was destroyed dur- 
ing World War 2: who needs World War 3 and an 
empty space where Planet 3 used to be? 

honor for fm 

In a way our magazine was honored because 
our French correspondent, Jean-Claude Romer, 
was in part responsible for the fantasy film LI- 
TAN, which received a Special Award from the 
committee. Litan is short for litany (look it 
up— that’s what dictionaries are for); a good 
name for an American release of the film would be 
NKJHTMARE CITY: a town full of human mon- 
sters & a zombie truck driver, all intent on driving 
a girl mad. 

MESSAGE FROM THE FUTURE was a 
strange film with an unpopular philosophy: “The 
next war is going to be the worst ever and since 
wars are inevitable, let’s get WW3 over as soon as 
possible.

Somewhat eerier that same year (1942) was 
Universal's THE MUMMY’S GHOST which 
was a sequel to the 1942 THE MUMMY’S 
TOMB which in turn was a sequel to the 1940 
THE MUMMY'S HAND which was inspired by 
the Karloff classic of 1932, THE MUMMY. 
Whew! In some ways better than the other 
Chaney Jr. MUMMY films (including the last, 
THE MUMMY’S CURSE), THE MUMMY’S 
GHOST benefitted from good casting (Robert 
Lowery & Ramsay Ames as the hero & heroine; 
George Zucco as the ancient high priest; Carra- 
dine as the youthful one; and Chaney Jr. lum- 
bering around again unable to catch anyone 
moving faster than a snail), some atmospheric 
settings (particularly that of the old tnine) and 
some good pacing. This one opened in Egypt 
with High Priest George Zucco (supposedly 
killed in THE MUMMY’S HAND) ordering 
Youssef Bey (Carradine) to go to America, find 
the Mummy & his beloved Princess Ananka and 
bring them back to their native country where

they may rest in peace forever. Altho sup- 
posedly destroyed in a fire at the conclusion of 
THE MUMMY’S TOMB, Universal scriptwrit- 
ers didn’t even bother to develop any sort of be- 
lievable escape for Kharis in this sequel. Profes- 
sor Norman (Frank KING KONG Reicher) 
meanwhile discovers that it takes 9 tana leaves 
to summon the Mummy, which is his fatal mis- 
take since when Kharis appears out of nowhere 
he immediately strangles him. Youssef Bey ar- 
rives in Mapleton, Mass., locates Kharis and dis- 
covers that Amina Mansori, a beautiful young 
lady of Egyptian descent, is the reincarnation of 
the Princess Ananka. But Youssef Bey falls in 
love with Amina and is about to betray Kharis 
when Kharis kills the priest. With Amina in his 
arms, he flees into the swamp waters, where 
Amina reveals that she was indeed Ananka’s 
reincarnation by deteriorating into a 1000-year- 
old woman before the waters swallow them both 
up. 

carradine as dracula 

Having gone about as far as they could go indi- 
vidually with their DRACULA, FRANKEN- 
STEIN c& WOLF MAN films. Universal sought 
to combine all of their monsters in one giant “B” 
film opus. Originally entitled THE DEVIL’S 
BROOD, it eventually went out on the theater 
circuits in 1944 as HOUSE OF FRANKEN- 
STEIN. It was the first of 2 films, the first por- 
tion dealing with Count Dracula, the last portion 
dealing with Frakenstein’s Monster & the Wolf 
Man. The bridge between the 2 portions is Dr. 
Gustav Niemann (Boris Karloff who early on in

the film manages to escape from prison with his 
hunchbacked assistant Daniel (J. Carroll Naish), 
Taking shelter in a traveling Chamber of Horrors 
presided over by Bruno Lampini (George Zucco 
in an exceptionally brief role), they discover that 
one of the major exhibits is that of the skeleton of 
Count Dracula. Niemann, following in the foot- 
steps of Baron Frankenstein, tries to convince 
Lampini to take his show to the village where 
Niemann was condemned many years before for 
his unholy experiments. When he refuses, 
Niemann has Daniel kill him. Niemann shortly 
thereafter removes the stake from Dracula’s ske- 
leton, thus reviving Dracula. In return for 
Niemann's promise to protect his coffin-bed, 
Dracula agrees to personally take care of 
Niemann's enemies. Masquerading as the Baron 
Latoes, Dracula soon becomes acquainted with 
Burgomaster Hussman (Sig Ruman), his son Carl 
(Peter Coe) & Carl's wife Rita (Anne Gwynne). He 
kills old Hussman by attacking him in batform, 
then attempts to kidnap Rita for himself. He 
takes his coach and makes for the traveling road- 
show but Carl & Inspector Arnz (Lionel Atwill) 
give chase. Seeing that Dracula is leading the 
police straight for them, Niemann orders Daniel 
to dispose of the vampire's coffin by dumping it 
by the side of the road. With sunrise breaking and 
his coach out of control, Dracula vainly seeks the 
dark protective refuge of his coffin, only to be

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caught in the rays of the sun which quickly re- 
duce him to skeletal form again once again. 
Niemann & Daniel escape for further adventures 
with the Wolf Man (Chaney Jr.) & Frankenstein's 
Monster (Glenn Strange) but the climax finds 
them all destroyed (at least until the next film). 

While Carraaine's portrayal of the infamous 
Dracula is generally not considered to be as defin- 
itive as Lee's or Lugosi's (his appearances as Dra- 
cula were in decidedly inferior productions as 
cornpared to Lugosi's DRACULA & Lee’s HOR- 
ROR OF DRACULA) Carradine brought a loneli- 
ness of evil to the role which Lugosi's interpreta- 
tion lacked and which Lee would much later re- 
mark he tried to do on several occasions. Carra- 
dine’s height & thin frame lent themselves well to 
the role, as did his voice & cultured bearing. One 
can only disagree that a character such as Dra- 
cula would ever allow himself to be dependent 
upon someone like Niemann to preserve nis exis- 
tence. 

c:arradine's forgotten horror 
classic 

Altho HOUSE OF hUAN KEN STEIN may 
well have been considered Carradine's best hor- 
ror film of the 40s thus far, both from a stand- 
point of character casting & of budget, his best 
horror film of that decade could arguably be 
BLUEBEARD. Creatively filmed on a shoe- 
string budget by PRC (Producers Releasing 
Corpj a studio whose productions often made 
Monogram seem like MGM, BLUFIBEARD was 
a major exception. Directed by E^ar G. Ulmer 
(who directed the 1934 version of THE BLACK 
CAT), the film was set in Paris of the 19th centu- 
ry. Although hardly what one would call a major 
classic of its kind, its screenplay, direction, sup- 
porting cast & excellent underplaying by Carra- 
dine in the title role prove that when talent is 
present, money need not always be employed to 
showcase it. 

Carradine also made the following non-genre 
features in 1944: GANGWA\’ FOR TOMOR- 
ROW. WATERFRONT, THE ADVENTURES 
OF MARK TWAIN, BARBARY COAST 
GENT, THE BLACK PARACHUTE & 
ALASKA. 

temporary decline of 
carradine 

1945 saw a marked decline in Carradine’s film 
mjpearances. Reappeared in CAPTAIN KIDD & 
FALLEN ANGEL and as a bachelor was known 
for his loud fights with actress Sonia Sorel, whom 
he eventually married in that year (they had 3 
sons, Christopher, Keith & John). One of the clas- 
sic stories told of him in the 40s was that one 
night, after having consumed a bit too much 
drink, he claimed that he was Christ and would 
prove it by walking across the water of a 
swimming pool. Not really surprising, he failed. 
Carradine was termed an eccentric by many, a

man who wore his hair to shoulder length long 
after the days of Buffalo Bill and decades before 
the advent of the “hippies”, replete with a long 
flowing cloak. 

But 1945 again presented him the opportunity 
to portray Bram Stoker’s vampire kmg in Uni- 
versal’s monster mishmash, HOUSE OF DRA- 
CULA. Again a 2 portion film, Dracula being 
served up m the first half with the Frankenstein 
Monster saved for the fiery climax. With no at- 
tempt at providing an explanation of how he 
managed to return to life, Dracula merely shows 
im at the cliffside castle of Dr. Franz Edelman 
(Onslow Stevens), this time with hope of curing 
himself of the curse of vampirism. Edelman 
undertakes his cure and deduces that the cause is 
hnked with the Count’s blood cells. But before he 
can cure the vampire, Dracula ’s evil desires over- 
come whatever decent ones he may have and he 
mixes his blood with that of Edelman’s, thus 
causing the good doctor to later become a de- 
mented killer. He next attempts to bring 
Edleman’s beautiful nurse Miliza (Martha 
O’Driscoll) under his power by making her his 
victim. Edelman, realizing that he cannot cure 
but rather must destroy Dracula, forces the vam- 
pire to flee into the sunlight from a nearby win- 
dow. The vampire is reduced to a skeleton once 
again. The rest of the film finds Edelman (sup- 


posedly) forever curing Lawrence Talbot’s 
(Chaney Jr.) lycanthropy, while slipping further 
& furtner into madness himself, eventually 
turning the Frankenstein Monster (Strange) into 
a destructive force before both it & he are des- 
troyed, 

Carradine’s second portrayal as Dracula (and 
his lafst in a Universal production) was unfortu- 
nately as short as his previous one and once again 
seemed to place Dracula in a situation in which he 
became helpless all too easily. In essence the 
scriptwriters could have cared less about making 
the character strong, just as long as he appeared 
in the film to draw fans to the theater, then get 
him on & off the screen as soon as possible to 
make way for the main monster— Frankenstein’s. 

Staging a comeback 

Carradine returned to the stage in 1946, ap- 
pearing in his first Broadway play, “The Duchess 
of IMalfi”. His wife also appeared with him, and 
while the critical reviews were mixed, many of 
them praised his performance. His feature films 
for that year included DOWNMISSOURI WAY 
& THE FACE OF MARBLE, the latter a rather 
bad (politely stating!) Monogram production 
which had Carradine back in the mad doctor busi- 
ness. As Prof. Charles Randolph, Carradine & his

assistant, Dr. David Cochran (Robert Shayne, 
the tv Superman's Inspector Henderson), use a 
drowned sailor during an experiment in restoring 
life. The experiment is successful but the sailor, 
crazed, electorocutes himself in the machinery. 
Marika (Rosa Rey), the Haitian housekeeper, de- 
voted to Elaine (Claudia Drake), wife of the Pro- 
fessor, feels that her mistress is in love with the 
young assistant so she puts a voodoo love fetish 
in his pocket to induce him to reciprocate the 

f irl’s affection. Inspector Norton (Thomas E. 

ackson) warns the professor that he is sus- 
pected in the case of the electrocuted sailor. 
When David destroys the love fetish, Marika 
warns that the house will be visited by death. 
During further experiments, Brutus, a great 
dane, is brought to life but is mad, and walks thru 
a window without breaking it. Marika, thinking 
she is killing David’s fiancee Linda (Maris 
Wrixon) so Elaine can have his affections, kills 
Elaine by mistake. Elaine is restored to life but 
she is deranged, and under the influence of Mari- 
ka she kills her husband. When the inspector ar- 
rives to get the story, Marika commits suicide 
and the “undead” Elaine & Brutus walk into the 
ocean, drowning themselves. 

THE FACE OF MARBLE ended Carradine's 
association with horror films for the 40s, the ac- 
tor returning to the stage as much as he could for 


the remaining years of the decade. His films for 
the latter years of the 40s included THE PRI- 
VATE AFFAIRS OF BEL AMI (47) & C-MAN 
(49). 

the 50s frightfUins 

The decade of the 50s found Carradine still 
doing stage work as much as he had in the latter 
years of the 40s. He played Mephistopheles in a 
revival of “Dr. Faustus” and also ventured into 
the television media, one of his genre efforts here 
being that of Sax Rohmer’s evil oriental genius. 
Dr. Fu Manchu, in a pilot for a projected series 
(opposite Sir Cedric Hardwicke as his memesis 
Nayland Smith). Other genre appearances during 
television’s early years included guest appear- 
ances on such popular shows as li^ts out (50) & 
suspense (53). Ignoring (or perhaps avoiding) the 
fantastic genre for the first half of the 50s, Carra- 
dine appeared in CASANOVA’S BIG NIGHT 
(54), JOHNNY GUITAR (54), THUNDER PASS 
(54), THE EGYPTIAN (54), THE KENTUCK- 
IAN (55), STRANGER ON HORSEBACK (55), 
DESERT SANDS (55), HIDDEN GUNS (56), 
THE COURT JESTER (56) & THE FEMALE 
JUNGLE (56). DARK VENTURE was another 
1956 production of non-fantastic nature but 
Carradine’s part was that of a mystic who serves 
to guard Africa’s secret elephant’s graveyard. It 
was also the year in which Carradine appeared in 
2 of the biggest productions of the decade: THE 
10 COMMANDMENTS (as Moses’ brother 
Aaron), which featured superb “heavenly special 
effects” by John P. Fulton, and AROUND THE 
WORLD In 80 DAYS, a semi-fantastical super 
adventure which featured more cameo appear- 
ances than any film up that time; Carradine 
played a San Francisco newspaperman. 

Unfortunately Carradine allowed himself to be 
cast in THE BLACK SLEEP that same year. 
Notable for nothing else other than the combina- 
tion of Basil Rathbone, Lon Chaney Jr., Bela 
Lugosi (in his next-to-last film), Akim Tamiroff 
& 'Tor Johnson, THE BLACK SLEEP reduced 
Chaney & Johnson to babbling idiots, Lugosi to 
a mute servant & Carradine to a haggard, 
bearded & demented “experiment gone awry”. 
The story, such as it was, was set in England 
during the 1870s and had Sir Joel Cadman (Basil 
Rathbone), a surgeon, trying to discover a cure 
for a strange brain disease suffered by his wife 
(Louanna Gardner). He uses an ancient drug 
that puts people to sleep resembling death 
called, you guessed it, “The Black Sleep”. Odo 
(Tamiroff) supplies him with victims for his ex- 
periments, one of whom is Gordon Ramsal (Her- 
bert Rudley) who has been framed for murder. 
The victims all become mutants as a result of 
the experiments. These include Mungo 
(Chaney), Borg (Carradine) & Curry (Johnson). 
They await the day when they can escape and re- 
venge themselves, which, of course, eventually 
happens. They kill Cadman & his wife, who fall 
to their deaths, and set after Ramsay & his girl-

friend. The police arrive in the nick of time and 
Odo confesses to the murder for which Ramsav 
had been framed. 

carradine continues 

The following \ear found ('arradine in 'FHK 
TRUK STORY OF JKSSK JAMES, HKLL 
SHIP MUTINY & the fantasy spectacle J'HK 
SJ'ORY OF' M.ANKIND in wJiich he played 
Khufe. an l‘'>gyplian Pharaoh. The screenplay 
W'as a loose concoction of various events, many 
comically restaged, of mankind's history up to 
the presentime when the Devil (Vincent Price) 
feels it is time for the liarth to be destroyed, 
(lood book, lousy movie, altho Vincent's 
mugging here is very welcome, ('arradine's role 
is but another cameo for the most part. 

J'HFi UNFFAR'I'IILY was a gloomy, some- 
times atmospheric but ultimately ridiculous 
c hiller of the same year. .As Prof. C'harles C'on- 
way, Carradine occupied an old Ceorgian man- 
sion and attempted to perfect a 17th gland 
which, when transplanted into the human Body, 
will give endless youth & life everlasting. Noble 
goal but Conw'ay’s experiments have thus far 
met with disastrous results. Proof positive of 
this is evident in Conway's huge hulk of a man- 
servant, Kobo (J'or Johnson with the same char- 
acter name he had in THK BRIDK OF' THFl 
MONSTKRi, who was given the I7th gland 
when brought to ('onway as a puny, sick man, 
and who now posesses the strength of Hercules 
but has the brain of an infant. Kventually the

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police, in this case in the person of Mark Hous- 
ton (Myron Healy) discover what the good dw- 
tor is up to, manage to save potential victim 
Grace Thomas (Allison Hayes of ATTACK OF 
THE 50 FOOT WOMAN fame), and Conway 
ends up a victim of one of his own experiments. 
Altho corny by today's standards as well as 
films of its time, THE UNEARTHLY still pro- 
vides a few chills for children if no one else. 

Carradine appeared in THE PROUD REBEL, 
SHOWDOWN AT BOOT HILL & the classic 
John Ford film THE LAST HURRAH in 1958. 
Unfortunately he also committed himself to ap- 
pearing in additional .scenes shot for the Ameri- 
can refease of a Japanese monster movie made 
in 1955 called JLUIN YUKIOTOKO (MON- 
STER SNOWMAN), which was being prepared 
for release in 1958 under the title of HALF

HUMAN. The film revolved around the discov- 
ery of a gigantic prehistoric abominable snow- 
man monster roaming the highest mountain 
ranges of Japan. An expedition sets out to cap- 
ture the beast but discovers & captures the mon- 
ster's son instead. Using the son as bait to at- 
tract the father, the team soon has more on their 
hands than they can handle as the giant starts 
hurling men & trucks off cliffs. The young beast 
is killed and eventually the father is as well 
when he falls off a cliff into a crater. Carradine & 
actor Morris Ankrum were American actors 
hired to help save the film for .American release, 
with Carradine's role being that of Dr. John 
Rayburn, a scientific expert whose scenes are 
confined to interiors. Made by the same com- 
pany that made GODZILLA, the film was not 
nearly as good nor as successful. 


john goes on 

Carradine appeared in 3 films which were re- 
leased in 1959. While THE OREGON TRAIT, 
was decidedly hon-horror, THE COSMIC MAN 
& INVISIBLE INVADERS definitely were. 
The former of these 2 had a huge, mysterious 
ball-shaped object being discovered near an air- 
base. Efforts to move the ball are futile and 
when mysterious events begin to occur, some 
destroying scientific equipment and a phantom 
man is reportedly seen, the population is under- 
standably concerned. Eventually the alien ap- 
pears before the air force officers and tells them 
there is no cause for alarm. He pleads for under- 
standing between the people of the Earth & 
those from other planets. He states he must 
leave at daybreak but no harm will come to any- 
one unless lie is provoked. In spite of the fact he 
is fired upon as ne leaves, the alien takes no re- 
taliatory measures but instead heals the hero- 
ine’s paralyzed son before he disappears and the 
huge ball dissolves from visibility. Carra^ne’s 
appearance as the unnamed “Cosmic Man” was 
that of a man with a turn-upped topcoat collar, a 
wide-brimmed hat & a pair of dark glasses. Ef- 
fects were in the time-nonored Bert I. Gordon 
class and the film itself was slow-paced & with- 


out much sense. 

Similar in nature was INVISIBLE IN- 
VADERS which had Carradine’s character of 
Dr. Carol Noymann, noted atomic physicist, 
killed in a laboratory e^losion in the film’s first 
reel. His associate. Dr. Penner (Philip Tonge), re- 
signs from the commission in protest of the in- 
sanity of the program he & Noymann were 
working on. Accompanied by his daughter Phyl- 
lis (Jean byron) & Dr. Lamond (Robert Hutton) 
his assistant. Dr. Penner delivers the eulogy at 
the Noymann funeral. An eerie sound is heard 
during the service. Later that night Penner is 
stunned by the visitation of Noymann’s body: a 
voice emanates from it demanding the surrender 
of Earth to the invisilbe invaders from the 
Moon. These invaders enter the bodies of the 
Earth dead, who in turn will kill the Earth 
living. This lame plotline goes on with all the 
cheapness one might expect until the scientists 
discover that the invaders cannot take high fre- 
quency sound which makes them first visible & 
then disintegrates them.

Congratulations on another 
fine issue (183), especially the 
1925 LOST WORLD reprint. 
It's high time some of the 
newer generation of fantasy 
film buffs were introduced to 
this old classic. I often hear 
complaints about some of the 
older stop-motion films re- 
garding the ierkiness of their 
action, whicn strikes me as a 
groundless cause for criti- 
cism Some of these films are 
over half a century old and 
are remarkable pieces of 
craftsmanship considering 
the crudeness of the equip- 
ment that pioneers like Willis 
O'Brien had to work with. 
There is more to a classic film 
than sophisticated cameras. 
Even a film like DRAGON- 
SLAYER (certainly the best 
stop-motion film of recent 
years), with all its technical 
advances, can't compare with 
the original KONG for the 
moody fantasy quality of its 
black & white photography 
and its mythic, heroic atmos- 
phere. No technical ad- 
vances, however outstand- 
ing, can detract from such a 
film.

K 'uction of "The Hunch- 
of Notre Dame"; An out- 
standing version! Anthony 
Hopkins sensitive & percep- 
tive portrayal of Quasimodo 
ranks with Chaney Sr.'s inter- 
pretation of the pathetic, fee- 
ble-minded bell-ringer whose 
nobility of soul transcends his 
twisted body. There was a 
time during my 21-year love 
affair with PM when I winced 
to see the handicapped, such 
as Quasimodo & some of Cha- 
ney’s portrayals, grouped 
with vampires, werewolves & 
monsters in general. Yet my 
fears were transient & un- 
founded; whether it be Quasi- 
modo or Karloff's Franken- 
stein monster, FM has never 
failed to show the sensitivity 
beneath the deformity and to 
remind us that the real real 
"monsters" are those who 
hate & persecute those who 
are different 

2. THE BEAST WITHIN: 
One word could give my opin- 
ion of this much-heralded 
"masterpiece" but I don't 
know how to spell a Bronx 
cheer. The script was shoddy 
&. amateurish, confusing & 
filled with stereotyped, one- 
dimensional characters.
